ROME, July 16.—Foreign Min- 
ister Count Ciano will probably go 
to Berlin tomorrow or Thursday, 
according to rumors here today in 
diplomatic circles, and after a con- 
sultation between the Axis Allies, 
Adolf Hitler is expected to con- 
front British Prime Minister 
Churchill with a peace offer as a 
prelude to a major offensive against 
England.

TOKYO, July 16 (AP).—Premier 
Admiral Mitsumasa Yonai handed 
his Cabinet’s resignation to Em- 
peror Hirohito tonight, apparently 
under army pressure for stronger 
enforcement of Japan’s “new or- 
der in East Asia” policy. 

Most Japanese newspapers ex- 
pected that former Premier Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye would be asked 
to form a new Cabinet. 

Either he or War Minister Gen. 
Shunroku Hata, whose resignation 
hastened the end of the six-month- 


old Yonai Cabinet, presumably 
would point a new government to- 
ward consolidation of Japan’s gains 
in the Orient and take a strong 
stand against Western Powers, in- 
cluding the United States, in the 
East. , 


Army for One-Party Setup. 


“Army circles,” commented Do- 
mei, Japanese news agency, “have 
come to the conclusion that it is 
the urgent task of Japan to estab- 
lish the so-called new national po- 
litical structure which forms the 
only way for Japan, in view of the 
'stress of the home and foreign sit- 
uation, to carry out rearmament 
effectively, tighten state control of 
economy and renovate foreign pol- 
icy with construction of a new 
order in East Asia’as the ultimate 
object.” 

The “new national political struc- 
ture” referred to by Domei is the 
plan for a one-party government 
favored by Prince Konoye, sup- 
posedly with palace approval. The 
one-party form would bring Japan 
into greater totalitarian similarity 
to Germany and Italy.

Pendergast, with his attorney, 
James E. Burke, appeared at the 
Federal building half an hour be- 
fore the time set for surrender.

URDERS UNION RECORDS 
GIVEN 10 GRAND JURY 


Judge Overrules Contention of 
Carpenters’ Officers in East 
Side Inquiry. 


Three East Side carpenters’ un- 
ion. officers who stood on their 
constitutional rights yesterday in 
refusing to turn over union records 
to the Federal grand jury were or- 
dered by United States District 
Judge Fred L. Wham today to go 
before the grand jury with union 
documents called for by subpenas 
duces tecum. The grand jury is 
investigating alleged efforts to dis- 
courage erection of pre-fabricated 
houses and use of pre-shrunk mill- 
work in East St. Louis and Cen- 
tralia, Il. 

Judge Wham ruled that the of- 
ficers were merely custodians of 
the documents, which belonged not 
to them but to the union organiza- 
tion. The officers’ counsel, Bryan 
Purteet of St. Louis, brought the 
matter before the court, contend- 
ing the Government’s requirement 
violated constitutional provisions 


The union of‘icers are Robert 
Lee Blankenship of East St. Louis, 
treasurer of the Tri-County Car- 
penters’ District Council; Guy W. 
R'thmond of Granite City, secre- 
tary of the council, and A. W. Kell, 
president of the Centralia Local 
Union 367. Following Judge Wham’s 
ruling they went to the grand jury 
waiting room, prepared to appear 
before the jury with the documents. 

In their appearance before the 
grand jury yesterday the three read 
statements prepared by counsel in 
which they said they refused to sur- 
render the records because to do so 
might incriminate them. They said 
they would bring the documents 
if the grand jury would grant im- 
munity but the jury refused. 

The evidence is being presented 
to the grand jury by Roscoe T. 
Steffen, special Assistant United 
States Attorney-General in the 
anti-trust division, who has been 
inquiring into practices of contrac- 
tors and building trades unions in 
the St. Louis area.

ANY HEMISPHERE 
DEFENSE PLAN 


Foreign Minister Says, 
However, That Big Is- 
sues for Havana Parley 
Are Economic. 


MEXICO CITY, July 16 (AP).— 
Mexico is prepared to co-operate in 
any plan for the military defense 
of the Western Hemisphere ap- 
proved by the Pan-American con- 
ference which meets at Havana 
next Saturday, Finance Minister 
Eduardo Suarez said today. 

Suarez, who will head the Mexi- 
can delegation, said, however, he 
believed the major issues facing the 
conference were economic rather 
than military. 

“The most important task facing 
the Havana conference,” he said, “is 
some solution of the economic prob- 
lem created by the European war, 


which has been marked chiefly by 
the slow disappearance of foreign 
trade. 

“We must find not only a tem- 
porary solution but evolve some 
permanent answer that will lie 
within the framework of inter- 
co-operation and 


Suarez said Mexico hoped some- 
thing could be done at the confer- 
ence to “increase inter-American 
transportation facilities, particular- 
ly by water.” 

“We need new ships for new 
routes among the American repub- 
lics if we are to increase inter- 
American commerce,” he asserted. 
“There also should be a reduction 
of exchange and trade barriers.” 

Suarez declined to comment on 
either the Brazilian proposal that 
the Americans establish mandates 
over the Western Hemisphere pos- 
sessions of European nations or the 
United States suggestion for a car- 
tel to handle the Americas’ export 
and import commodities. 

The latter, he said, would offer 
technical difficulties and should be 
studied carefully by experts. 

Suarez will be-accompanied to 
the conference by J. Ruben Ro- 
mero, Ambassador to Cuba, and five 
technical advisers.

to Lead U. S. Into War 
—Urges Arming to Meet 
Any Attack. 


CHICAGO, July 16 (AP).—To the 
enthusiastic whoops of Democratic 
delegates, William B. Bankhead, 
Speaker of the National House of 
Representatives, sounded the par- 
ty’s 1940 keynote last night with 
an appeal for a fighting campaign 
based on the New Deal record, for 
an America armed to meet 
attack from abroad and for resist- 
ance against any move to appease 
the dictators. 

He and James A. Farley, the 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, addressed the 
convention at the close of a day 
which- saw the convention begin- 
nings of the third-term drive. 

Farley’s address, well received 
and lengthily applauded, sounded 
much like a formal farewell to his 
office and to the colleagues who 
helped him through two successful 
Roosevelt campaigns. Reports have 
linked Farley with a $4,000,000 syn- 
dicate which is negotiating for the 


New York Yankees. As he finished 
his speech, the organ and band 
swung into “Take Me Out to the 
Ball Game.” 


Roar Approval of New Deal. 


The delegates and galleries 
packed to the eaves roared their 
approval of Bankhead’s commenda- 
tion of the New Deal, of his em- 
phatic declaration that the admin- 
istration has pledged itself against 
sending any American boys to fight 
in European wars, and of his sar- 
donic, pointed thrusts at the Re- 
publican plat‘orm and the utilities 
industry, from which the Repub- 
lican nominee, Wendell L. Willkie, 
came. 

Bankhead brought forth a noisy 
outburst of approval when he said 
the Republicans had not had the 
courage in their platform to advo- 
cate repeal of any New Deal 
measures. 

Again the convention shouted its 
enthusiastic approval when Bank- 
head referred to “our able Secre- 
tary of State, Cordell Hull.” Hull 
has been much discussed as a 
vice-presidential possibility on a 
third-term ticket. 

But otherwise, the delegates’ 
apathy was obvious. The applause, 
as the speech wore on to its con- 
clusion, grew less and less frequent. 
The delegates talked among them- 
selves, roamed the aisles, and 
one of them in a front row slept 
unashamedly while stretches’ of 
empty seats appeared in the gal- 
leries., 

When Bankhead had concluded, 
however, the great throng reward- 
ed him with a standing ovation. 
The delegates stood, cheering, wav- 
ing straw hats and shouting while 
the powerful stedium organ thun- 
dered away at some tune which 
was indistinguishable in the din. 


Assails G. O. P. “Calumny.” 


Bankhead denounced as “discred- 
itable” and “calumny” what he 
called a Republican charge “that 
the Democratc party and adminis- 
tration are attempting slyly and 
covertly to lead the United States 
into the shambles of a foreign 
war.” 

To this Bankhead replied that 
President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
State Hull and a “Democratic Con- 
gress” had done “everything pos- 
sible within the bounds of reason” 
to “keep us out of involvement 
in a foreign war.” 

On issues of domestic policy 
Bankhead summed up the record 
of “advances we have made in lib- 
eral government for the benefit 
and protection of the average man.” 

The fight for those advances, 
Bankhead said, began in 1932, 
achieved a “magnificent victory” in 
1936 and is becoming in 1940 a 
struggle to “preserve” them for the 
people. 

“Fighting by our side,” he pre- 
dicted, “will again be millions of 
Republicans and independent vot- 
ers who have forever foresworn al- 
legiance to the forces of reaction.” 

Asserting that the shadow of 
events abroad falls heavily upon 
the domestic political arena, Bank- 
head declared that under this 


shadow the people of America “will | 
have no tolerance for the super-| 


ficial banalities of politics” and 
that both parties should avoid 
“criminations and personal innu- 
endo.” 

“The major objective of both 
parties,” he said, “must be unity 
and solidarity of purpose in pre- 
serving inviolate the structure of 
our Government and the perpetual 
freedam of its people.” 


Against Appeasing Aggressors. 


He reviewed the course of Ger- 
man conquest in Europe, naming 
the countries that have fallen until 
“only Great Britain alone stands 
against the hurricane of the blitz- 
krieg.”

Comparison on Naval Building. 

Interspersing statistics in his re- 
cital, Bankhead related a_ story 
of disarmament and _= slowed-up 
naval construction during the Re- 
publican administrations of the 
1920’s. From 1922 to 1934, he said, 
Republican administrations caused 
to be laid down “a total of only 35 
combat ships.” During the Roose- 
velt administration, Bankhead con- 
tinued, there were laid to June, 
1940, “a grand total of 153 new 
units in seven years.” 

He gave the following as his 
“startling summary of ships au- 
thorized and constructed” for the 
navy under the last previous Re- 
publican and the present Demo- 
cratic President: “During Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s administration, none; during 
Mr. Roosevelt’s administration, 
326.” 

He said, too, that the army now 
had an authorized strength of 375,- 
000 men and the National Guard 
of 251,000 men. The air force, he 
added, has an ultimate objective of 
00,000 planes. 

“That is the record,” Bankhead 
thundered. “Let the opposition 
make the most of jt.” 

On another phase of defense, 
that involving “fifth column” activ- 
ities, Bankhead said legislation al- 
ready enacted provided “every pos- 
sible restraint upon and punish- 
ment of these enemies of our insti- 
tutions that could be devised with- 
in the limits of our Constitution.” 

The keynote speaker wove into 
his address some quotations from re- 
cent formal statements of Roose- 
velt, citing among these, in con- 
nection with the defense-foreign 
situation the President’s. state- 
ment in a defense message 
last Wednesday that “we will jnot 
use our arms in the way of ag- 
gression; we will not send our men 
to take part in European wars.” 

Says Labor Backs Democrats. 

Among those fighting with the 
Democratic forces in the coming 
campaign, Bankhead forecast, will 
be the masses of labor. He said: 

“I predict that the great masses 
of labor in this country, organized 


and unorganized, will, when they 
go to the polls next November, not 
forget that the Democratic party 
‘has been its friend and not its op- 
pressor.” 

Republicans, he said, were con- 
tending that the farmers would 
not support the Democratic party. 

“I refute that contention,” he 
continued. “I do it because’ the 
farmers are men of intelligence 


and with a high capacity for ap- 
praisal of legislative action as it 
affects their welfare.” 

Outlining the record of parity 
and benefit payments voted for 
farmers, he said the majority of 
House Republicans had opposed 


them. “By their votes,” he added. 
“ye shall know them.” 

He conceded that the Demo- 
cratic record was not unmarred by) 
“temporary errors” in policy and ad- 
ministration, but added: 

“It is too much to hope that there

While opposing foreign encroach- 
ment in the Western Hemisphere, 
the declaration would also express 
opposition to “any attempt on the 
part of the Americas to dictate or 
control the affairs of other pow- 
ers.” 

Pepper, who is a member of the 
Resolutions Committee but who 
was left off the smaller drafting 
group, said, on the other hand, that 
the party should adopt “a straight- 
forward plank for aid short of war 
to Great Britain.” He asserted that 
if the committee “brings out a 
pussyfooting platform, it will be 
repudiated by the convention.” 

Hint of Anti-Third Term Plank. 

McCarran disclosed the possibil- 
ity that the platform makers might 
be forced to pass on a plank putting 
their party on record against a 
third term for any President. 

Declining to discuss details, Mc- 
Carran told reporters that intro- 
duction of an anti-third term pro- 
posal for a show down vote with- 
in the committee hinged on several 
other planks he has in mind. 

He was quick to add that it was 
not to be taken for granted that he 
would be the one to offer the proe— 
posal, which most everyone around 
this convention city believed would 
be promptly killed. 

Although pessimistic about his 
chances of persuading the commit- 
tee, Pepper said he was hoping his 
senatorial colleagues in the group 
would “express different sentiments 
in the platform than they have in 
the Senate and in the press.” 

He ssid the platform’ should 
“make it clear that we denounce 
Hitler and Hitlerism, and that we 
will never Clasp in friendship the 
bloody hand of dictatorships.” 

“Tf this is a pussyfooting conven- 
tion,” he asserted, “the Democratic 
party will be a defeated party.” 

Platform Drafters. 

Senator Wagner of New York, 
chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee as well as of its drafting 
unit, said the latter group would 
try to have the platform ready for 
presentation to the convention to- 
morrow night. 

Other members told _ reporters 
that the drafters first. would dis- 
pose of the planks over which there 
is no dispute, leaving the “hot po- 
tatoes” to the last. They worked 
in secrecy. 

In addition to Wagner, Wheeler 
and McCarran, the drafting sub- 
committee, named by Wagner late 
yesterday after four days of public 
hearings on planks, includes seven 
other Senators—Harrison of Missis- 
sippi, Walsh of Massachusetts, Mc- 
Kellar of Tennessee, Bankhead of 
Alabama, Neely of West Virginia, 
Hatch of New Mexico and Brown 
of Michigan.

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An Open Letter to 
Senator Pittman 
on Behalf of Child 

Refugees. 


There are a hundred thous- 
and children waiting on the 
besieged little island of Great 
Britain to be evacuated to the 
United States, here to stay for the 
duration of the war. There are 
many times the necessary number 
of homes ready to receive these 
children here in America. But the 
moving of a hundred thousand chil- 
dren from a dangerous place to 
a safe place seems to be beyond 
the competency of the “world’s 
greatest democracy.” Is it, really? 


The British say that they have 
ships to send them in but that 
they cannot afford convoys. They 
dare not send them without con- 
voys because Great Britain’s ships 
are likewise to be sunk otherwise 
by enemy submarines. They can- 
not use the convoys because they 
are needed to protect other ships, 
ships carrying food for the forty- 
odd millions of people on the 
islands and carrying raw materials 
for their factories and munitions 
with which to defend themselves. 
It is reasonable that they cannot 
afford to convoy children. The 
convoys are needed to protect all 
the other inhabitants of the islands 
from starvation and defeat, 


M Y dear Senator Pittman: 


But these children, Senator, could 
be brought here without any con- 
voys at all, provided they were car- 
ried in our ships, which are neu- 
tral. They could be brought, pro- 
vided we would send ships for 
them—ships which would carry no 
contraband cargoes and would 
simply transport the children from 
Great Britain to these shores. 


Our ships at present are not 
allowed to go into war zones. That 
provision is in the neutrality act. 
But this provision of the neutrality 
act was passed in order to prevent 
our ships from being sunk by Ger- 
man submarines, thus involving us 
in difficulties with the German 
Government. 


The transportation of a hundred 
thousand children would not in- 
volve us in difficulties with the 
German Government. It would be 
a purely humanitarian gesture. If 
the United States made it perfectly 
clear to the German Government 
that our ships were entering war 
zones for this purpose and this 
purpose alone; if the ships carry- 
ing the children flew the Red Cross 
flag as well as our own; if the 
dates of their departure from each 
point were thoroughly publicized, 
it is unthinkable that the German 
Government or any other govern- 
ment would attack those ships, 


Mr. Senator, the people of this 
country are anxious to do some- 
thing, to do something fine, big and 
generous, that will register for our- 
selves and the world that the idea 
of respect for humanity, which 
seems almost dead on this earth, 
is still alive if America. 


Respect for humanity is what this 
country is all about, Mr. Senator, as 
you very well know. If -the time 
ever comes when we ourselves be- 
gin to doubt whether we really feel 
much respect for humanity, for the 
simple right of human beings to 
live, a worse disaster will have 
overcome us than any we-can yet 
foresee. This desire to save at least 
a few of Europe’s beleaguered chil- 
dren is very American. That is why 
the response to the suggestion has 
been so spontaneous, so enthusias- 
tic. Among our people there are 
many reactions to this war, and 
varying policies regarding it, but 
this is one thing on which we can 
all unite: we do not want any chil- 
dren to perish that we can save. 


Mr. Senator, in a time when it 
fs terribly difficult for any govern- 
ment, and terribly difficult for our 


Government, to know exactly what 
is the right thing to do, this thing 
is here at hand, and its solution is 
not difficult; it is completely sim- 
ple. There is no problem of feed- 
ing these children. The Government 
will not have to do it; ordinary in- 
dividuals will do it. Enough food is 
wasted in this country every day 
to feed all the children of Great 
Britain. Also, our Government is 
considering buying up the surpluses 
of South America. What are we g0o- 
ing to do with them? Why not use 
them to feed children, and help 
them to live, to make, let us hope, 
a better world than your generation 
and mine have managed to 
achieve?

Mr. Senator, if people have re- 
sources and do not use them for 
mankind, sooner or later they will 


lose them. There is an immediate 
connection between the general in- 
terest of the world at large and the 
immediate interest of the specific 
mation; the interest of the specific 
nation and that of the last individ- 
ual living in it. People say, “Per- 
haps these children will never be 
able to return.” Then, Senator, we 
shall have aided and encouraged 
the first rational immigration pol- 
icy that this country has had for 
years.

ability. And they were fed up with 
the United States. They knew they 
were being exploited by them, and 
had nothing to expect from them 
for the development of their coun- 
try. 

“We shall give them both: capi- 

tal and the spirit of enterprise. 
We shall make them a third gift: 
our philosophy,” said Hitler. “If 
ever there is a place where democ- 
racy ig senseless and suicidal, it 
is in South America. We must 
strengthen these people’s clear con- 
science, so that they may be en- 
abled to throw both their liberalism 
and their democracy overboard. 
They are actually ashamed of their 
good instincts! They think they 
must still give lip-service to democ- 
racy. Let us wait a few years, and 
in the meantime do what we can 
to help them. But we must send 
our people out to them. Our youth 
must learn to colonize. For this, 
we have no need of formal offi- 
cials and governors. Audacious 
youth is what we want. They need 
not go into the jungle, either, to 
clear the ground. ‘Vhat we want 
are people in good society. What 
do you know about the German 
coiony? Can anything be done 
along these lines?” 
Von P. replied that it was very 
doubtfvl whether we ought to keep 
in touch with gcod society. In 
his opinion we should attain our 
purpose more quickly by making 
use of other classes, such as the 
Indios and the mestizos. 


“Both, my dear P.,” Hitler inter- 
rupted impatiently. “We require 
two movements abroa‘, a loyal and 
a revolutionary one. Do you think 
that’s so difficult? I think we 
have proved that we are capable 
of it. We should not be here other- 
wise. We shall not land troops like 
William the Conqueror and gain 
Brazil by the strength of arms. 
Our weapons are not visible ones. 
Our conquistadores, my dear P., 
have a more difficult task than 
the original ones, and for this rea- 
sour they have more difficult weap- 
ons.” 

Hitler asked further questions 
about German possibilities in South 
America. The Argentine and Bo- 
livia were in the first line of in- 
terest, and it appeared that there 
were many points where National 
Socialist influence might make it- 
self felt. Hitler propounded ideas 
which were much later realized by 
Bohle on the one hand and Rib- 
bentrop on the other, and took 
shape in two mutually antagonistic 
onslaughts of propaganda. Essen- 
tially it was a question of person- 
nel. The task of getting a firm 
foothold in Latin America and 
squeezing out North America and 
Hispano-Portuguese influence could 
only be carried out by new, ener- 
getic, unscrupulous representatives 
of overseas Germanhood. 


TURNED TO Putzi Hanfstaen- 
| gel with the suggestion that 
this seemed to me a most 
alarming repetition in an aggra- 
vated form of the whole pre-war 
policy. Would it not be wiser not 


to challenge Britain and, America, 
at least until Germany’s position 


Was unassailable? Moreover, this 


proposed policy was in contradic- 
tion to the fundamental rules laid 
down by “Mein Kampf.” But now 
for the first time I heard deroga- 
tory mention made of this book 
in Hitler’s presence, and concluded 
from this that it was by no means 
regarded in the inner circles as 
the binding pronouncement it was 
given out to be for the masses. It 
was Hanfstaengel’s opinion that 
sooner or later we should in any 
case have to face the hostility of 
the United States and Britain. Ger- 
many was ready. Was I still cher- 
ishing, he contemptuously asked, 
illusions about Britain? As -for 
the United States, they would cer- 
tainly never interfere in Europe 
again; he knew that better than 
anyone, for he knew these gentry 
and their weaknesses. Britain, he 
proclaimed, was dead. Where else, 
he added, should Germany get the 
elements of her future world em- 
pire if not from the disintegrating 
empires of Britain and France? 
The final struggle with Britain 
could not be evaded. 


“And if you look closer,” con- 
cluded Hanfstaengel, “you will find 
that everything about Britain in 
“Mein Kampf’ is of purely tactical 
value. Hitler had go®d reason to 
write as he did.” 


That night I heard mentioned 
for the first time the general out- 
lines of the future great German 
overseas Reich. I was amazed to 
hear that Hitler was reaching out 
to the Pacific. Above all, he was 
interested in the former great 
German island empire, embracing 
the Dutch possessions and the 
whole of New Guinea. Japan must 
not be allowed to grow too 
big, Hitler remarked. It must 
be deflected against China and 
Russia. But Hitler also antici- 
pated a Central African Dominion 
of Germany as well as a complete 
revolutionary transformation of the 
U. S. A. With the breakdown of 
the British Empire, Hitler believed 
he could also break Anglo-Saxon 
influence in North America, and 
substitute for it the German lan- 
guage and culture as a preliminary 
step toward incorporating the 
United States in the German world 
empire, 


HIS brings me to Mexico, which 
was actually mentioned in a 
much later conversation of Hit- 
ler’s in 1934. Mexico played a spe- 
cial part in Hitler’s American plans, 
which were, however, nothing like 
Papen’s notorious intrigues during 
the last war to push Mexico into 
war against the United States.

CHICAGO, July 16. 
ANY speeches and newspaper 
M articles, not to speak of party 
platforms, are appearing in 
which the underlying notion is that 
the United States can defend itself 
by drawing a line on the map of 
the world and preparing to fight 
if this line is crossed. No sound 
policy can ever, I submit, be de- 
rived from the notion. In the 
realm of foreign affairs and na- 
tional defense this manner of 
thinking is a dangerously mislead- 
ing illusion. 
It is the ancient illusion of the 
Chinese Wall, behind which the 
Chinese people became vulnerable 
to all manner of aggression from 
essentially weaker peoples. It is 
the illusion of the Maginot Line 
behind which French military pow- 
er disintegrated. ‘ 
This same illusion is rampant in 
the United States. We have asked 
ourselves whether our frontier was 
on the Rhine. Whether it is in the 
English Channel and at Gibraltar. 
Whether it is 300 miles at sea on 
the line drawn at the Panama con- 
ference last autumn. Whether 
Greenland is or is not in the 
Western Hemisphere. Whether, if 
Greenland is in the Western Hem- 
isphere, Iceland, though it is east 
of Greenland, is also in the 
Western Hemisphere. Whether, if 
30 degrees west longitude is the 
boundary of the Western Hem- 
isphere, those islands in the Azores 
which are west of this line are in 
Europe or in America. Whether, 
if the international date line, 180 
degrees west longitude, is the 
other boundary of the hemisphere, 
Russia, which protrudes toward 
Alaska across this line, is in our 
hemisphere. 
There are some who tell us that 
in effect our frontiers, where we 
must be prepared to fight aggres- 
sors, are on the beaches from Lab- 
rador and Alaska to Patagonia. 
They wish to repel invasion of 
those beaches. Others think this 
is too large an order. They wish 
to defend only the beaches from 
Canada to Venezuela, Colombia 
and Northern Brazil. There are 
others who wish to repel attack 
only when there is an invasion of 
American territory represented in 
the Electoral College. . The argu- 
ment is confusing because the 
premise is a fallacy. The fallacy 
consists in forgetting that a na- 
tion does not defend geographical! 
position. It defends itself against 
its enemies, against its potential 
enemies by diplomacy and mili- 
tary preparedness, and against its 
actual enemies by striking them 


down, 


To announce solemnly where you 
will defend yourself is a military 
absurdity, and there is not a mili- 
tary leader of any competence in 
the world who coes not think so. If 
the theory of the national defense 
is that the Government must fix 
a line which it will not cross or 
permit others to cross, then, con- 
fronting a powerful and determined 
foe, such a Government is already 
self-defeated. It has given him the 
initiative. It has given him the 
chance to strike when it suits him, 
to strike where it suits him and to 
strike as often as it suit~ him. 
It has denied itself the right to 
strike him down before he strikes. 
It has placed itself in the impossible 
position of defending itself on a 
hundred potential battlefields to be 
chosen by the enemy rather than 
bringing him to battle on a bat- 
tlefield chosen by it. 

Under such conditions as these, 
a strong man can be beaten by 
a much weaker one. Under such 
rules as these, if I were sure Joe 
Louis would abide by them, I 
should be willing to enter the_ring 
and fight Joe Louis. For consider 
the rules of the match which Joe 
Louis would be offering me: He 
would agree to stand backed up 
into a corner of the ring, his back 
to the ropes, a chalk line on the 
floor which neither his feet nor 
his fists may cross.

American aircraft manufacturers are not 
the ones to blame as they rush the foreign 
orders as fast as they can. They have fought 
a long, hard battle for years. Now there is 
cash on the line and every foreign order 
is accompanied by a large payment. One 
aircraft official commented he went home 
the other day with a “down payment” of 
$3,800,000 in his pocket on an order for 
fighting planes. 

Every aircraft manufacturer in the Unit- 
ed States is set and poised for tremendous 
expansion. They are willing to co-operate 
with the Government to the fullest extent. 
They will build their plants wherever Uncle 
Sam wants them. They will gear up pro- 
duction to the maximum. But not until the 
Government says what kind of planes, how 
many and when it wants them.

The engine manufacturers have also ex- 
pressed a willingness to co-operate, but 
again the Government has not signed on the 
dotted line. Tooling is the most vital part 
of the engine-building industry. True, sheet 
metal workers for airplanes can be trained 
in a few weeks, but in the tooling phase it 
requires skilled labor. Months are required 
to train these men. It takes time to build 
the tools, more time for installation and 
more time to get production perfected. 

The labor situation is critical and the 
men who build the tools and the men who 
operate them cannot be the run of the mill. 
They don’t have to be college graduates, 
but they have to be trained men. Every 
city, town and community in the country 
today is seeking a phase of the national de- 
fense program expansion—if it ever comes— 
and the most important factor to be con- 
sidered is labor.

EX-JUSTICE OSCAR HEARD 
OF ILLINOIS DIES AT 84 


On Supreme Court From 1924 to 
1933; Practiced Law Recently 
With Son at Freeport. 
FREEPORT, Iil., July 16 (AP).— 
Oscar E. Heard, 84 years old, for- 
mer Justice of the Illinois Supreme

SUN'S RADIATIONS IN RHYTHMIC 
PATTERNS, SAY SCIENTISTS 


Variations Generally Occur in Cy- 
cles of 10.2 Years, Harvard 
Men Disclose. 


WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP).— 
The Smithsonian Institution made 
public last night a finding by three! 
Harvard University mathematicians 
that the amount of the sun’s radia- 
tion varies in rhythmic patterns. 

Analyzing observations made by 
Smithsonian observers over an in- 
terval of 15 years, Theodore E. 
Sterne, Karl F, Guthe and Walter 
O. Roberts found 10 solar varia- 
tion cycles, six of which occurred 
in almost’ exact multiples of 10.2 
years. 

“This is highly suggestive of the 
sunspot cycle,” the Smithsonian an- 
nouncement said, “during which the 
number of titanic cyclones in the 
atmosphere of the sun goes from a 
minimum to a maximum and back 
again. The six fluctuations would 
seem to be compouents of the ma- 
jor sunspot cycle itself—due funda- 
mentally to the same unknown 
causes.” Solar radiation consists 
of heat, light and ultra-violet radia- 
tion.

VACATION SPENDING 
PUT AT 9 1-2 BILLIONS 


Puklic Expected to Use 15:- 
000,000 Autos for Travel by 
52,000,000 Persons. 


NEW YORK, July 16 (AP). — 
Travel circles estimated today that 
the country’s vacationists this year 
are spending $5,500,000,000 in the 
country, as follows: — 

Hotels, motor camps and cot- 
tages, $1,000,000,000. 

Eating places, $1,000,000,000. 
Miscellaneous retail purchases, 


$1,300,000,000. 


Gasoline, oil, other transportation 
costs, $1,200,000,000. 
Amusements and 
$1,000,000,000. 

About 15,000,000 automobiles are 
expected to be used for vacation 
jaunts, taking between 52,000,000 
and 54,000,000 persons on holiday 
trips. 

A questionnaire study of last 
year’s spending made by the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association, how- 
ever, discloses its members took 
vacations averaging 16 days each 
in 1939, and spent an average of $6 
a day for the 16 days, or $96 per 
person for the full vacation, exclud 
ing transportation costs. 

About $400,000,000 in 1939 wes 
spent on golf courses, at theaters 
and in other places of amusement. 
The 1939 bill for hot dogs, pop 
and other refreshments was $300,- 
000,000. 

The money paid out this year for 
a place to sleep is expected to 
roughly approximate last year’s one 
billion dollar figure. 

The $1,000,000,000 to be spent in 
eating establishments also parallels 
such spending a year ago. 

From $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 
in larger vacation sending is antic- 
ipated for 1940 in retail stores, 
however. Marked gains over those 
a year ago are being reported in 
sports apparel lines, especially. 
Gasoline, oil and other transpor- 
tation costs are expected to be 
about $100,000.000 greater than for 
1939 holiday trips. The increases 
will be the result of longer jaunts, 
not higher prices, it is said. 

The amount going for amuse- 
ments and confections is expected 
to surpass that of a year ago by a 
few millions.

and most inexcusable position of 
this administration has been its 
insistence that our interests are 
unavoidably involved in the East 
Indies because we are wholly de- 
pendent on them for rubber and 
tin. This report suddenly discloses 
that—by a combination of creating 
brand-new synthetic rubber and 
tin smelting industries, of increas- 
ing stock piles, reclamation and 
conservation—we can promptly 
solve this problem. 

There is here some satisfaction 
to this writer, who has been in- 
sisting on most of this for years. 
“President Roosevelt,” said Mr. 
Stettinius, “had suggested a study 
of this problem several weeks ago.” 
Several weeks ago! It has been 
dinned into the President’s ear, 
continuously beginning several 
years ago by Mr. B. M. Baruch, 
who had to wrestle with it during 
the World War, when our Allies 
ran the price of East Indian rub- 
ber up on us to six times what syn- 
thetic rubber will now cost. 

Failure to begin to do anything 
about this problem for so long, 
with its inexcusable attendant ef- 
fect to risk our injection into Ori- 
ental war, could be political dyna- 
mite in the coming campaign. Not 
to mention its threat to our defense 
or even our peace, here is a field 
in which we could have created 
a considerable re-employment by 
substituting a payroll for Amer- 
icans in new rubber and tin smelt- 
ing plants for the sweated semi- 
slave labor of the straits settle- 
ments and East Indies and for 
British smelting workers. 

It could be political dynamite— 

and it will be unless this belated 
“discovery” is put into prompt and 
effective practice.

Some of the most useful reports 
are those received from the post at 
Narvik (Norway). The meeting of 
the Gulf Stream and the Arctic 
currents, off the Lofoten Islands, 
strongly influences weather condi- 
tions in Western Europe, and the 
weather in that area often pro- 
vides the key to what conditions 
in Holland, Belgium, France and 
the British Isles will be 24 to 48 
hours later. Planning of air activ- 
ity has.been especially helped by 
the reports from Narvik, it is un- 
derstood. 

LONG-TERM TRENDS. 

The Institute for Long-Term Pre- 
diction has been studying meteor- 
ological conditions all over the 
world for several years in an at- 
tempt to discover what long-term 
weather trends are with a view to 
making their prediction easier, So 
successful has it been that it is 
now officially classified as an “in- 
stitute for military research.” 

The institute has 30 special 
planes of its own which it sends 
up three times daily in various 
parts of the Reich to make ob- 
servations, The reports of these 
planes, correlated with those of 
the air service’s own posts, pro- 
vide most of the material on which 
the German armed forces base 
their reports to the units operating 
in the field. 

So important are these weather 
reports considered that the army 
has a special code which is changed 
every day for transmitting them 
and a special teletype network for 
making sure that they reach the 
units in the field quickly. and 
safely. 


FRENCH OFFICIALS CRITICISE 
BROADCAST BY CHURCHILL 


Britain to Be Judged by Acts in 
Future, Say Government Circles 
at Vichy. 

VICHY, July 16 (AP). — The 
French news agency, Havas, quot-

A Nazi, evidently a member of) 
the “fifth column,” called to see 
the Danish-born wife of a well-to-

“Why,” she said, “I am a British 
subject. My husband is an English- 
man.” 


The Nazi went away, but a few 
days later returned; very politely 
he pulled out a little notebook and 
said: “By the way I see you have 
a sister and two brothers living at 
such and such a number in a street 
in Copenhagen. I am sure you hope 
they will remain safe and well.” 
The woman paid. 


Argentine citizens have not been 
idle in the matter of combatting 
Nazi propaganda. They have organ- 
ized a counterpropaganda group 
popularly known as the “sixth col- 
umn.” This is a national movement 
called “Accion Argentina,” and is 


jmade up of some of the most impor- 


tant citizens of the nation, includ- 
ing Dr. Marcelo ‘Alvear, former 
President of the republic and leader 
of the Radical or Democratic party, 
the largest political group in the 
nation, as well as many outstand- 
ing business, professional and relig- 
ious leaders. Most of them are 
old-line Argentineans of Spanish 
and Irish ancestry. The moving 
spirits in the organization are the 
sons of these families. So far these 
youngsters have been much more 
active than the older people. Im- 
pulsively they have engaged in 
several riotous public demonstra- 
tions. On. more than one occasion 
they have appeared suddenly at 
small “movie” houses which show 
German pictures and distributed 
undesirable fruit, vegetables and 
other odds and ends. One night 
they invaded a hotel and broke up 
a reception being held by pro- 
Fascists and pro-Nazi elements. 


Intensely Pro-Ally. 


While the “sixth column” is in- 
tensely pro-Ally, its chief aim is to 
preserve Argentine independence 
and integrity against all alien in- 
fluences. The point to be kept in 
mind about this country and -its 
people is that the overwhelming 
number of Argentineans of what- 
ever racial descent are, first of all, 
100 per cent Argentineans. They 
wish to preserve their own insti- 
tutions without regard to any other 
country or people. I have no doubt 
they would fight and give their 
lives for the maintenance of their 
independence. Argentineans are 
more outspokenly anti-German than 
any of the other South Americans 
I have met on this trip. 

A prominent banker whom I 
have known for many years went

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\Laborite Calls Child Evacuation 
Plan ‘Camouflage’ to Aid Rich 


LONDON, July 16 (AP).—Official 
announcement that the Govern- 
ment had postponed its plan to 
transfer British child refugees to 
the United States was made in 
Commons today and precipitated 
protegts by Laborites that thou- 
sands of children from v-ealthy 
homes were being sent oerseas 
while those of the poor were forced 
to remain and face war conditions. 

One Laborite asserted he was 
convinced that the whole plan had 


j} been merely a “camouflage” to get 


the children of wealthy parents 
out of the country ahead of the 
theatened German blitzkrieg. 

The announcement, autho-~'tative- 
ly forecast, was made by Clement 
R. Attlee, Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s lieutenant in the House of 
Commons. 

Attlee disclosed that a “certain 
number” of children would be 
transferred in cases where it is 
possible to provide proper convoy. 

“There is a limited number,” he 
said, referring to convoys, “and to 
that extent, the scheme will go for- 

ard and will be giving some op- 
portunity to children from state- 
aided schoois.”

ithe evacuation scheme continues. 
So far 50,000 have applied to go 
to Canada and 20,000 to the United 
States. 

Attlee said private transfers of 
children would not be stopped, but 
that the risks involved must be 
shouldered by their families. The 
Government plan was suspended, 
he asserted, because the navy 
found it impossible to provide the 
necessary escort vessels.

Deterding of the Royal Dutch. ... 
He shared Hitler's interest in the 
Caucasian oil of the Russians, and 
was one of the promoters of certain 
plans for a further partition of Rus- 
sia. He was interested in the erec- 
tion of an independent Georgia, a 
state which, by the way, was once 
a member of the League of Na- 
tions—still is, for all I know. In 
such hopes, which included the sep- 
aration of the Russian Ukraine and 
the establishment of a Volga repub- 
lic, he was in great sympathy with 
Hitler. His interest in the estab- 
lishment of a silver currency was 
no doubt less of an attraction to the 
Fuehrer. 


IRECTLY or indirectly, Deter- 
ding convinced Hitler’ that 
Mexico was the best and rich- 
est country in the world with the 
laziest and most dissipated popula- 
tion under the sun. Only the most 
capable and industrious people in 
the world, namely, the Germans, 
would be able to make something of 
it. This notion fell on very fruitful 
soil in Hitler’s mind. On one of my 
last visits (it was after the 30th 
June, 1934, when I saw him to give 
him a report on Danzig conditions), 
he spoke of Mexico along these 
lines. It was at this time that the 
economic difficulties of the Reich 
commenced, as did also those of 
Danzig, the breakdown of whose 
currency system‘ was then immi- 
nent. Hitler’s mood fluctuated be- 
— blackest depression and un- 
ntrollable rage. On every hand 
his opponents seemed to be getting 
the better of him. ... Hitler felt 
hampered on every side. After the 
terrible blood-bath of June, he was 
not even sure of his own party. He 
had to make a great effort not to 
be completely outmaneuvered. 
Among intimate friends, Hitler 
let himself go. I often heard him 
shout and stamp his feet. The 
slightest contradiction threw him 
into a rage. This was the begin- 
ning of the technique by which he 
would throw his entourage into 
confusion by well-timed fits of 
rage, and thus make them more 
submissive. People began to be 
afraid of his incaiculable temper. 
The terror of the 30th June and 
the bloody deeds against patriots 
and citizens were bearing fruit. 


VERYWHERE, Hitler 
plained, there were nothing 
but sterile old men in their 
second childhood, who bragged of 
their technical knowledge and had 
lost their sound common sense. 
“If I say: I want to do this or 
that, Neurath tells me I can’t. 
We'll have everyone up in arms.

the ring is my hemisphere. In my 
hemisphere I shall have a comfort- 
able bed, plenty of books to read, 
a radio and a phonograph, and an 
electric switch by which I can 
turn on or off all the lights.

Then, in the dark, we kick him 
again. After a while Joe Louis 
will be asking me for terms of 
peace if he continues to feel that 
out of respect for Senator Wheeler, 
he can defeud himself only by a 
purely defensive strategy.

It is the greatest of all military 
fallacies to be hypnotized by a geo- 
graphical position and to be di- 
verted from attending to the armed 
force of the enemy. For the United 
States the defense of the hemi- 


sphere, “the quarter sphere,” or 
the 48 states all depends upon the 
same thing, the control of the At- 
lantic Ocean. If we and nations 
we trust control the Atlantic Ocean 
we can defend everything from 
Iceland to Patagonia. If we lose 
control of the Atlantic Ocean, we 
can no more defend Canada and 
the northern shore of Brazil than 
we can defend Uruguay and the 
southern part of Brazil. The ques- 
tion is not what we shall defend 
or where we shall defend it, but 
whether the Atlantic Ocean is 
ruled by fleets which protect the 
Americas or by fleets which have 
designs against the Americas. 


If the only fleets are fleets of 
the British and our own, there 
is no line that needs to be defended 
because there is no enemy that can 
get at us. If, on the other hand, 
there is a powerful and unfriendly 
fleet in this ocean, then the line of 
our defense will be wherever that 
fleet attempts to go. 


Therefore, if we defined our pol- 
icy lucidly, we should declare that, 
as against Europe, our policy is to 
keep the Atlantic Ocean under the 
control of ourselves and of our 
friends, and that even if this con- 
trol were impaired or lost, we 
should be bound to struggle to re- 
gain it. For, if we cannot contro! 
the ocean, this hemisphere can be 
invaded as easily now as it was in- 
vaded by European armies in 1776, 
1812 and 1861. 


The ocean, our isolationists to 
the contrary notwithstanding, has 
never been a barrier to the inva- 
sion of this hemisphere or even of 
the territory of the United States. 
Yet, they cannot seem to remem- 
per, even when they are reminded 
of the facts, that crossing the ocean 
and invading this hemisphere was 
‘ithe regular practice from 1492 un- 
til as recently as the invasion of 
Mexico by troops of Napoleon III 
in 1861. 

There ought to be some way of 
persuading these gentlemen to 
istudy American history in order 
to correct the mischief caused by 
the ordinary American history 
teaching and American history text 
books. 

These are simply lamentable. If 
it were not for this historical ais- 
loose: outed to which Americans have 


been subjected, it would be evident 
to all that the defense of the Unit- 
led States rests and has always 
irested squarely upon the control 


of the Atlantic Ocean.

PROMISES 20-HOUR 
FLIGHT 10 EUROPE 


American Export Gets Au- 
thority’ for Lisbon Line— 
Planes Convertible Into 
Bombers.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Non- 
stop flights of 20 hours and 30 
minutes between New York and 
Lisbon, in aircraft readily converti- 
ble into navy bombers, are prom- 
ised next year by American Export 
Airlines, as a result of a decision 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
which is interpreted as breaking a 
monopoly of North Atlantic sky 
travel until now held by the Pan 
American Airways Co, _ 

The latter company has not at- 
tempted non-stop voyages to 
Europe, but has broken its flights, 
as occasion served, at Bermuda, 
the Azores, Botwood, Newfound- 
land, or Foynes, Irish Free State. 
The C. A. B. approval of an appli- 
cation by American Export Air- 
lines for a certificate authorizing 
air transportation between’ the 
United States and Europe crowns 
a battle of more than a year with 
victory for the competing concern. 
The order has already received the 
approval of President Roosevelt. 

J. E. Slater, executive vice-pres- 
ident of American Export Airlines, 
said today that contracts have been 
placed with the United Aircraft 
Corporation for three 8-44 Vought- 
Sikorsky flying boats, which were 
developed by the United States 
Navy and are the commercial coun- 
terparts of its heavy bombers. They 
are planned to make _ non-stop 
flights between New York and Lis- 
bon at a cruising speed of 175 miles 
an hour, 
of 11, sleeping accommodations for 
16 passengers and provision: for 
substantial loads of mail and ex- 
press. 

The new service expects to in- 
augurate a twice-weekly schedule, 
with a time-table of 20 hours and 
30 minutes from New York to Lis- 
bon, and of 24 hours and 45 min- 
utes from Lisbon to New York. The 
flying boats will have a wing span 
of 124 feet, an overall length of 79 
feet 3 inches and a height of 27 
feet 7 inches. They are to be pow- 
red by four Pratt & Whitney twin- 
row Wasp engines, rated at 1200 
horsepower. 

American Export Airlines 
subsidiary of American 
Lines, Inc., which for 20 years op- 
erated a fleet of passenger and 
cargo vessels from Jersey City to 
Gibraltar, Marseilles, Naples, Alex- 
andria, Beirut and Black Sea ports, 
With the closing of the Mediterra- 
nean to American shipping after 
Italy’s entry into the war, the com- 
pany restricted its service to voy- 
ages between New York and Lis- 
bon. It is declared to be the only 
American steamship line now op- 
erating regularly between’ the 
United States and Europe. 

Co-ordination of navigating and 
sales services between American 
Export Lines, Inc., and American 
Export Airlines will mark the first 
time, according to Slater, that ship 
and plane operations have been 
conducted under a unified manage- 
ment. Additional radio operators, 
as well as meteorologists, are to be 
stationed on the steamships to pro- 
vide weather data and bearings for 
the flying boats. Four to six Amer- 
ican Export steamers are normally 
at sea between New York and Lis- 
bon, 

In issuing the certificate late 
yesterday, the board announced: 
“We are unable to find that the 
continued maintenance of an ex- 
clusive monopoly of trans-Atlantic 
air transportation under the Amer- 
ican flag is in the public interest.” 
This is particularly true, it was 
added, “since there is no such pub- 
lic control over the passenger or 
express rates to be charged or over 
the standards of service to be ren- 
dered as is customarily provided in 
the case of a _ publicly-protected 
monopoly.” 

The board was unmoved by con- 
tentions in behalf of Pan American 
Airways that the element of monop- 
ly would be removed by the future 
competition of foreign companies, 
and that it would be waste of 
public money to subsidize Amer- 
ican Export’s new operations in- 
stead of authorizing two additional 
weekly round trips by the existing 
service. The board’s reply to both 
arguments was as follows: 

“Any addition to service or im- 
provement of equipment by a com- 
peting United States air carrier 
will be of immediate and direct 
advantage to the air transportation 
service of the United States. Un- 
der the circumstances of this par- 
ticular case, the advantage of cost 
to the Government cannot be ac- 
corded controlling significance on 
the issue of public convenience and 
necessity.”

ARTICULARLY during summer

‘6 HEY poison me, but the 
T guices don’t mind them at 
all. All the fleas and mos- 
quitoes in our neighborhood concen- 
rate On me and never bite my wife. 
My wife attracts fleas only, while I 
am eaten alive by mosquitoes and 
do not ever remember having had 
a flea bite.” 

Is there any scientific basis for 
these observations? Yes—yes, in- 
deed—they are not inaccurate. They 
are perfectly true. And the sub- 
ject has been studied with all the 
ardor which medical investigators 
bring to more serious and conse- 
quential matters. It has even been 
given a five syllable name: if you 
are sensitive to mosquitoes, bees, 
wasps or fleas you have “entomo- 
genous allergy.” 

Sometimes insect bites really are 
serious—even to death. Dr. Meuse 
relates the story of a vigorous man 
who was stung on the septum of 
the nose by a bee. Supported by 
a friend, he, walked to his house 
a few yards away and lay down. 
He rose immediately to go to the 
well, stepped a few paces, fell and 
expired. It was 30 minutes from 
the time of the sting to the man’s 
death. 

A woman—the history is related 
by Dr. Vaughn of Richmond—was 
stung just once by a bee. She 
collapsed before she could reach 
the dining room. A physician who 
was called found her shocked and 
pulseless. She was revived by the 
use of adrenalin. She had had two 
previous experiences. 

Mosquitoes may be almost as bad. 
An American woman went to Can- 
ada and reacted to mosquito bites 
so that her whole face as swollen, 
the eyes closed and the arms swol- 
len to twice their ordinary size, 

An extract of mosquito “poison” 
diluted and injected in small, in- 
creasing amounts will reduce this 
sensitiveness to nil. That’s what 
happens to the guides. The mos- 
quitoes themselves give the guides 
the treatment—a full course in al- 
lergy immunization. 

Clewes reports a patient who 
was so sepsitive that gnat bites 
caused such dropsy and swelling 
as to keep her in bed for several 
days. Clewes collected the gnats 
and made an “extract” of them. 
After several treatments the lady 
could lie out near the lake and “be 
bitten with pleasure.” 

The reaction of different people 
to flea bites varies widely. In the 
San Francisco Bay region, which 
abounds in fleas, they do not en- 
croach on the rights of most of 
the local population, but are a 
source of great misery to new- 
comers until they acquire ah im- 
munity. This usually takes sev- 
eral months, and in rare instances 
is never acquired. 

With insects which poison by 
injecting a fluid under the skin, 
an extract can be made of the 
stinging part of the insect—heads 
of mosquitoes, tails of bees and 
wasps—and a solution of the of- 
fending agent obtained for im- 
munizing purposes,

F you’ve always imagined that

Responding to 
Feeler" Bids 
-InBridge Game 


By Ely Culbertson 


XPERTS place great store on 
fF “exploratory bids,” that is, bids 
which are obviously tentative 
and which are put out merely as 
feelers. This type of bid can read- 
ily be recognized because it in- 
variably follows a raise in a higher 
ranking suit, which means that the 
explorer or his partner always can 
return to the agreed suit without 
increasing the bidding level. Many 
players, however, do not know how 
to respond to these “feeler”’ bids. 
Note North’s lack of co-operation 
in the following deal:

It goes without saying that North- 
South should have reached a game 
contract with their combined hands. 

It is equally plain that failure to 
arrive at the proper contract must 
be charged entirely to North. His 
original response of two hearts can- 
not be criticised, because the al- 
ternative one-over-one response, one 
spade, might create an embarrass- 
ing problem. If over one spade 
South rebid two hearts, two dia- 
monds, two clubs, or one no trump 
North would have a difficult deci- 
sion to make, whether to give a 
heart raise or jump preference 
raise, as the case might call for. or 
to stop at a less-than-game con- 
tract. Thus the direct heart raise 
on the first round had the merit of 
solving North’s immediate problem. 
If over this raise South could make 
no further bid, there was not likely 
to be a game in the hand. But 
what North overlooked was that his 
single raise left him with some val- 
ues still to be announced. Hence 
when South made the exploratory 
rebid of three diamonds, North 
should not have been satisfied with 
the discouraging and completély 
noninformative return to the heart 
suit. South’s three diamond bid (a 
slight stretch, by the way) could 
carry only one logical message, that 
despite North’s very mild encour- 
agement, South still had hupe of 
“going places” and was trying to 
discover which game contract, if 
any, would be most advantageous. 
Surely, having been raised in the 
major suit South would not men- 
tion a minor merely for the pleas- 
ure of hearing his own voice. Since 
North had no sure club stopper, he 
should have grasped the occasion 
to show what he actually jid have, 
namely, two spade stoppers. Thus a 
three spade bid over three dia- 
monds would have opened the way 
to either a three no trump or a four 
heart contract, depending on 
¥ ‘s estimate of the hand and 
his ability to stop the club suit. Ob- 
viously enough, either of these con- 
tracts would %--e been vastly su- 
perior to the three heart contract 
actually shed. South had no dif- 
ficulty in making four-odd in 
hearts, losing only two diamonds 
and one club.

You'll like the cool 
yielding firmness and rich flavor 
chocolate Bavarian, and 
you'll like the knowledge that 
though it’s every bit as good as 
your favorite wintertime chocolate 
pudding, it’s much less fattening. 


Chocolate Bavarian. 
(Cost about 15c.) 


One tablespoon gelatine, three- 
fourths cup cold water, one square 
(1 oz.) bitter chocolate, one and 
one-half cups evaporated milk, one- 
half cup sugar and one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Soften gelatine in one-fourth cup 
of the cold water. Melt chocolate 
over boiling water; add one-half 
cup evaporated milk, sugar and rest 
of water, and cook about five min- 
utes, stirring until smooth.

Add vanilla and cool 
until mixture is thick and syrupy.
